Sian-Elin, known as Madame Sian 
El to her pupils was awarded the title 
at La Jolie Ronde’s a nn ual conference 
in Bristol. The program allows foreign 
languages to be taught through the 
target language, enabling her to teach 
French through the medium of Welsh.

Legionnaires’ disease 
cases in the Vale 

EMPLOYERS and members of the 
public are being reminded of the steps 
they can take to minimise the risk of 
Legionnaires’ Disease as Public Health 
Wales and partner agencies investigate 
a higher than usual number of cases that 
have presented in the Vale over the last 
10 months. 

Nine cases have been extensively investigated. 
There is no evidence that any of these cases are 
linked, and most have individual risk factors for 
acquiring their infection, including some with travel 
abroad. 

However, as a precautionary measure Public 
Health Wales and partner agencies are advising 
employers to check their legionella policies and 
practices to ensure they are compliant as we move 
into the summer months when Legionnaires’ Disease 
is often more common. 

Members of the public can reduce their risk by 
regularly flushing through or removing unused 
taps and shower heads, draining water bowsers and 
garden hoses if not in use, and using commercial 
screen washes in their vehicles. 

Dr Gwen Lowe, Consultant in Communicable 
Disease Control for Public Health Wales, said: “On 
average, there are around 30 cases of Legionnaires’ 
Disease in Wales each year. These are usually spread 
throughout Wales. 

“This year, there have been 10 cases of legionella 
across Wales to date, two of which have been in the 
Vale. In 2018, there were seven cases in this area.” 

“We are closely monitoring this situation, con¬ 
tinue to investigate cases, and will keep the status of 
this incident under review.” 


‘Operation Nelson’ aims to 
keep Vale coast crime-free 


AN increased police pres¬ 
ence at the most popular 
beaches in the Vale aims to 
keep crime and anti-social 
behaviour to a minimum 
this summer. 

As the temperatures rise and the days 
get longer, the coastline between 
Llantwit Major and Ogmore-by-Sea 
is set to become a magnet for people 
who want to enjoy its natural beauty. 

Although reported crime is low 
in the area previous years have seen 
an increase in crimes such as theft 
of and from vehicles, anti-social 
behaviour and criminal damage. 

The Llantwit Major neighbour¬ 
hood policing team have launched 
Operation Nelson which will run 
until the end of September. 

Plain clothed and uniformed 
officers are patrolling areas such 
as Ogmore by Sea, Southemdown, 
Monknash, Llantwit Major and St 
Donat’s. 

Officers will be monitoring areas 
and taking robust action against 
anybody caught committing crimes 
or acting in an anti-social manner. 

Llantwit Major PC Jamie 
Williamson said: “The coastline is 
blessed with incredible beauty and it 
is important that this can be enjoyed 
by anybody at any time without 


them feeling intimidated or being 
affected by crime. 

“We will not tolerate those who 
act with total disregard for others 
and we will be looking to stop and 
search anybody who we think is 
acting suspiciously. 

“The main concern for residents 
during the summer is predominantly 
young motorists congregating in 
beach car parks and behaving in 
an anti-social manner. Previously, 
we have had reports of speeding, 
playing loud music from cars and lit¬ 
tering - in particular at the Ogmore- 
by-Sea car park. 

“We will be issuing section 59 
notices to anyone driving carelessly. 

“These powers allow us to seize 
vehicles which are used to cause a 
nuisance or danger to others.” 

He added: “Our message to the 
public is to come to the Vale of 
Glamorgan to enjoy our coastline 
but please be considerate of other 
visitors along with the residents who 
live here.” 

Visitors are also reminded to 
secure their vehicles when parking 
in beach car parks and to ensure they 
don’t leave valuables on show. 

If people have concerns about 
anti-social behaviour, they should 
call 101.

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Men of HMS Glamorgan 
will not be forgotten... 


Penarth Ramblers brave the 
rain - and are rewarded! 



Penarth Sea Cadet Corps remembered the 37th anniversary of the fatalities on 
HMS Glamorgan on June 12^ 1982 - lives lost during the Falklands Conflict. 


ON June 12, 1982, during 
the Falklands Conflict, 

HMS Glamorgan (D19), a 
County-Class Destroyer, 
was struck by a shore- 
launched Argentine Exocet 
missile, causing serious 
damage to the ship and 
several casualties. 

Due to excellent teamwork, 
some good fortune and the inge¬ 
nuity of the ship’s officers and 
men, HMS Glamorgan was saved 
from a watery grave in the South 
Atlantic Ocean. 

Penarth Sea Cadet Corps 
(SCC) Unit bears the same name 
as Glamorgan, and its proud 


cadets and staff held their annual 
Remembrance Parade in the pres¬ 
ence of the Lord Lieutenant for 
South Glamorgan, Mrs Morfudd 
Meredith, and the SCC District 
Officer, Lieutenant-Commander 
Peter Killick, along with other 
distinguished guests, parents and 
friends. 

The parade was led by Chief 
Petty Officer John Callaghan, 
who was a member of HMS 
Glamorgan’s crew in 1982 and 
is now a SCC staff member at 
TS Glamorgan. After the formal 
colours routine, wreaths were laid 
by the Lord Lieutenant, the Unit’s 
Officer-in-Charge, Midshipman 
Joshua Biundo, and the Unit’s 


youngest member. Junior Cadet 
Cerys Stonehouse. 

Prayers for the men who were 
so tragically killed on that fate¬ 
ful day were led by the unit’s 
Administration Officer, Miss 
Maria Biundo: POAEM(L) 
Michael Adcock; CK Brian 
Easton; AEM(M)1 Mark

WITH the weather look¬ 
ing distinctly unfriendly, 
a group of four walkers 
joined Alison from Penarth 
and District Ramblers 
at Cogan and decided to 
brave the forecast rain. 

Fortunately during the drive 
to Pentyrch the rain disappeared 
and beginning from the War 
Memorial, which commemorates 
the residents who were killed or 
were missing during the Great 
War, they pounded pavements 
from Cefn Bychan, crossing a 
busy road in order to join a track 
which led them through a sloping 
meadow, before crossing a stile 
and entering the Coed y Bedw 
Nature Reserve. 

Owned by the Wildlife Trust 
of South and West Wales who 
purchased the land in 1984, this 
41-acre site is classified as a Site 
of Special Scientific Interest. 

Sited near Gwaelod y Garth this 
beautiful reserve with the Nant 
Cwmllwydrew stream flowing 
through the valley bottom con¬ 
tains mostly broadleaf woodland 
and rare plants, as well as a huge 


variety of bird and insect life and, 
throughout the seasons, the wood¬ 
land floor is coated with a huge 
variety of ferns and wild flowers. 

With rain still dripping from the 
trees and following the rippling 
stream with birdsong Ailing the 
air, they paused for morning break 
on logs just inside the wood with 
the dappled sunshine Altering 
through the tall coniferous trees. 

On then past a row of cottages 
to begin their climb, Arst along 
a track to a farmhouse then up 
through more conifers without a 
definite path. 

Emerging at the top, a held led 
them to a quiet lane where at a 
ruined farm building they paused 
to make a fuss of some friendly 
ponies with very long manes and 
forelocks and one young foal. 

Deviating off the lane, a nar¬ 
row path brought them steeply 
uphill with grand views across 
Cardiff and the Bristol Channel 
to the south and climbing to the 
eastern end of Garth Hill they 
were rewarded with views over 
Caerphilly in the valley below and 
northwards to the Central Brecon 
Beacons. 


Arriving at the trig point the 
clouds lifted and with a cool 
wind from the west, the base of 
the tump below the trig point 
sheltered them during their lunch 
break enhanced by the songs of 
the skylarks overhead. 

Refreshed and heading down¬ 
hill across the common they made 
their return to Pentyrch and just 
after reaching their waiting cars 
the rain began to fall.

Leisure Centre for an 11.5-mile 
hard walk taking in Cam Pica, 
Waun Rydd and Pen y Bryn in the

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Meeting aimed to improve young people s mental health 


WINE Street coffee shop 
in Llantwit Major was 
the venue recently for a 
workshop delivered by 
Cardiff-based charity 
The Jacob Abraham 
Foundation. 

The foundation - founded 
in 2015 following the death 
of Jacob, aged 24, by sui¬ 
cide - aims to raise awareness 


through the provision of train¬ 
ing, one-to-one support for 
anyone experiencing suicidal 
thoughts and bereavement sup¬ 
port for those who have lost a 
loved one through suicide. 

The workshop held in 
Llantwit Major gave a very 
helpful overview of suicide 
prevention and how to offer 
basic support to someone 
in need. The main message 


workshop participants received 
was that anyone worried about 
a friend or family member 
should not be afraid of of ask¬ 
ing openly and directly “Are 
you thinking of suicide?” 

Workshop participants were 
also signposted towards many 
organisations who can provide 
specialist help, including 
Samaritans (08457 909090) 
and CALL (Community 


Advice and Listening Line for 
Mental Health 0800 1323737). 

Many who attended the 
workshop were particularly 
interested in the mental health 
of young people and we 
learned that there are organ¬ 
isations specifically aimed at 
helping children in the 10-17 
age group who are experienc¬ 
ing difficulties with mental 
health. These include Papyrus 


Hope Line (0800 0684141), 
Childline (0800 1111) and 
Young Minds (Text YM to 
85258 for free and confidential 
support). There is also a sui¬ 
cide prevention app for young 
people called Stay Alive.

Planning row 
over wine bar 


A NEW wine bar, 
owned by former 
Vale Major Cllr 
Leighton Rowlands, 
opened in Barry - 
even though a plan¬ 
ning application has 
yet to be agreed. 

The Watering Hole 
is on St Nicholas 
Road and permis¬ 
sion is being sought 
to change use of the 
premises from ‘retail’ 
to ‘food and drink’. 

One person contacted 
The GEM to say: 
“Many local residents 
object to the applica¬ 
tion to change the use 
of the building on 
grounds of noise and 
disturbance and inade¬ 
quate parking provision 
that will overspill into 
the already congested 
neighbouring streets. 

“Neighbours deserve 
the right to object and to 
be heard fairly without 
Cllr Rowlands bringing 
considerable pressure 
to bear on the coun¬ 
cil by having already 
invested heavily on 
fitting the premises out 
and starting to trade.” 

Cllr Rowlands said 
he was shocked resi¬ 
dents had objected, add¬ 
ing that he expected to 
be treated like any other 
member of the public. 

He said: “Many local 
residents have been 
positive and support¬ 
ive of the project and 
say it is what the west 
side of Barry needs. 

“They would much 
rather see the unit being 
used than it remaining 
closed. In relation to 
parking there is a car 
park on site and, since 
opening, we have had 
no issues with cars. A 
lot of residents walk 
to the premises and I 
would encourage local 
residents to use alter¬ 
native means of travel. 

“Since being open 


we have not made any 
noise and myself and 
the staff always ensure 
people leave quietly and 
respect the neighbours.” 

He added: “In 

relation to opening 
before planning, I was 
informed by the council 
planning department, 
like other applications 
the department has 
had before, that it is 
not unlawful to open 
in advance of obtaining 
planning permission. 
But I will get further 
clarification on this 
with the department.” 

The Vale Council 
said it had received 
complaints and was 
investigating. A 
spokesman said the bar 
had opened without 
planning permission 
and was in breach of 
planning regulations. 

A spokesman added: 
“The council will now 
consider appropriate 
action to take and the 
identity of the owners 
will have absolutely 
no bearing on this. 
It is possible to have 
planning permission 
granted retrospectively, 
but a business can face 
serious consequences 
if it begins operating 
and such consent is 
not forthcoming. These 
include an enforcement 
notice requiring the 
use to cease, which 
if ignored could lead 
to prosecution.” 

Latest: The GEM 
understands Cllr 
Rowlands has pulled 
out of the business 
leaving it to a business 
partner.

THE Vale Council 
has secured more 
than £1.8 million of 
Welsh Government 
funding for trans¬ 
port schemes in the 
county. 

Three road safety pro- 
jeets will receive a por¬ 
tion of the money, one 
on Cardiff Road in Dinas 
Powys and another from 
Floodgate roundabout to 
Nash Comer in Llandow, 
which will reduce speeds 
and improve safety. 

Grants have been 
secured for junction 
improvements, including 
better crossing oppor¬ 
tunities for pedestri¬ 
ans, along a route that 
includes Porthkerry, 
Romilly and Windsor 
Roads and money will

‘Western Vale needs more 
trains’ says councillor 


A LOCAL councillor says 
he fears there will be periods 
of congestion on the main 
road from Llantwit Major 
to Barry for years to come. 

Cllr Gwyn John said that 
with more houses planned in the 
western Vale and the possibility 
of a huge business park just off 
the main road between Barry and 
Rhoose, car use would increase at 
a time people were already finding 
journeys frustrating. 

He said: “It’s mayhem already. 
I used to allow half an hour for a 
trip from Llantwit Major to Barry, 
but now I allow 45 minutes - you 
just don’t know what sort of delay 


you might be hit with. If someone 
is going to the Heath Hospital and 
takes the Barry road, they have to 
allow an hour.” 

Cllr John said the only way to 
relieve the roads was to improve 
public transport and run trains 
more regularly. At present we 
have an hourly train service to 
Llantwit and half hourly trains 
won’t come until 2023. 

“People also need to trust the 
train service. Sometimes trains are 
cancelled due to flooding.” 

Over 1,600 houses could be 
built in the Llantwit Major and St 
Athan area in the next few years - 
370 of them at Eglwys Brewis and 
400 off the Northern Access Road. 


Legal & General hopes to build 
a business park with 1.7 million 
square feet of warehousing and 
distribution space which will 
serve the airport - but it will also 
generate more traffic. 

Cllr John said: “Yes, there’s 
an enterprise zone, and yes 
we want jobs but the transport 
infrastructure needs to be there. I 
hope Ken Skates, the Minister for 
Transport, will look at introducing 
half hourly trains far earlier than 
2023.” 

The GEM contacted the Welsh 
Government but at the time of 
going to press had not recieved a 
response. TC

A MAN from 
Barry is keen to 
launch a ‘self help 
group’ for people 
who have suffered 
work place bullying. 

Former youth worker 
and employer consultant, 
Mark Brinkworth (62) 
said there were immense 
benefits to people 
sharing their problems. 

He said: “The celeb¬ 
rity Stephen Fry opened 
up about being diagnosed 
with bipolar disorder 
and removed much of 
the stigma surrounded 
mental health problems. 
People now recognise 
the benefits of sharing 
their experiences. 

“I am starting a group 
which will give people 
who have suffered from 
bullying in the work 
place the chance to 
listen to other people’s 
stories and perhaps 
recount their own. 

“The meetings will be 
an opportunity to receive 
support from under¬ 
standing people outside 


the family. People with 
mental health issues 
can become isolated. 

“This will be a chance 
to get out, meet up and 
have a chat with people 
over a cup of coffee in a 
supportive atmosphere.” 

Mr Brinkworth, who 
has previously worked 
with young people with 
disabilities and hosted 
photography workshops 
for people with mental 
health problems, said: “If 
there is anyone reading 
this who has suffered 
from work place bul¬ 
lying and would like 
support from people 
who have experienced 
similar treatment. I’d 
urge them to get in touch. 

“Ifthe group grows. I’d 
like to set up a Facebook 
page for members and 
arrange meetings with 
politicians to raise some 
of the key issues.”

‘Make bypass key 
priority’ say 
Conservatives 


DINAS Powys 
Conservatives have 
called for a major 
rethink of trans¬ 
port policy by Vale 
Council officials, 
claiming the council 
leader is “jeopardis¬ 
ing significant pro¬ 
gress” on efforts to 
boost links between 
Barry and Cardiff. 

Cllr Vince Driscoll, 
shadow Cabinet member 
for neighbourhood ser¬ 
vices and transport, called 
on the Vale Council to 
pause plans for a new 
road and viaduct through 
the Ely Valley (the 
‘Junction 34’ scheme). 
Instead, he and fellow 
Conservatives want the 
Fabour-led administra¬ 
tion to make the bypass 
its key priority. But they 
said he has already told 
the press he doesn’t think 
the Welsh Government 
will find the money. 

Cllr Driscoll said: “The 
new leader risks jeop¬ 
ardising the significant 
progress that has been 
made on a bypass, within 
just days of taking over. 
Congestion between 
Cardiff and Barry is 
getting worse all the 
time, and development 
along Barry Waterfront 
and in the village of 
Dinas Powys is going to 
make things even more 
difficult for commuters. 


“Instead of pressing on 
with an unpopular road 
in Pendoylan, he should 
be making the case for 
the bypass which is the 
road Barry residents 
want to see built.” 

Cllr Peter King, 
Cabinet member for 
neighbourhood ser¬ 
vices and transport, 
told The GEM that the 
two schemes should be 
looked at separately: 
“These are two very 
different issues and it is 
misleading to confuse the 
two. The M4 Junction 34 
scheme is being funded 
by Welsh Government. 
This funding is allo¬ 
cated directly to this 
scheme and cannot be 
transferred to any other. 

“The Vale Council 
has worked hard in an 
attempt to secure further 
money from Welsh 
Government for the 
Dinas Powys bypass 
scheme. However, Welsh 
Government has only 
funded the M4 Junction 
34 scheme for 2019/20.” 

Cllr King added: 
“The council is currently 
investigating the cost 
of the next stage of the 
work on proposals for the 
Dinas Powys scheme and 
once we have estimates 
will look to take a deci¬ 
sion on whether or not 
to progress it ourselves.”

Schemes receive 
£1.8 million boost 


THE Vale Council 
has secured more 
than £1.8 million of 
Welsh Government 
funding for trans¬ 
port schemes in the 
county. 

Three road safety pro¬ 
jects will receive a por¬ 
tion of the money, one 
on Cardiff Road in Dinas 
Powys and another from 
Floodgate roundabout to 
Nash Comer in Flandow, 
which will reduce speeds 
and improve safety. 

Grants have been 
secured for junction 
improvements, including 
better crossing oppor¬ 
tunities for pedestri¬ 
ans, along a route that 
includes Porthkerry, 
Romilly and Windsor 
Roads and money will 
go towards exploring the 
possibility of improving 
strategic transport from 
junction 34 of the M4 to 
the A48, and exploring 
sustainable transport 
opportunities between 
Penarth and the Cardiff 
Barrage. 


The funding means the 
programme of bus stop 
improvement throughout 
the Vale will continue, 
while money has been 
made available for 
work on selected active 
travel routes, which help 
promote walking and 
cycling. 

In addition, there will 
be funding for child 
pedestrian training for 
five to seven-year-olds in 
the Vale, and cycle train¬ 
ing for year six pupils. 

Clh Peter King, Vale 
Council cabinet member 
for neighbourhood ser¬ 
vices and transport, said: 
“I’m delighted we have 
secured this funding, 
which will go towards a 
large number of exciting, 
worthwhile schemes. 

“It will enable us to 
improve the Vale’s 
existing transport infra- 
stmeture, explore the 
possibility of making 
improvements to the road 
network and offer road 
users the opportunity 
to partake in specialist 
training.”

Commissioning Strategy for Adults with 
a Learning Disability. 

The strategy aims to provide a direc¬ 
tion for adult learning disability services 
across the region over the next five years 
and it outlines key issues that will be 
addressed in the forthcoming years. 

This includes ensuring there is suffi¬ 
cient capacity and an appropriate range 
of provision. 

A spokesperson said: “The shared 
vision and core principles central to the 
strategy are that people with a learning 
disability are supported to have: ‘a good 
quality of life and to live the lives 
they want to lead; living locally where 


they feel good and well, where they are 
valued and included in their communities 
and have equal access to appropriate sup¬

Book inspires 
children to make 
dreams come true 


AN all-woman collaboration 
has led to Tarmac launching 
a children’s book aiming to 
inspire youngsters while 
encouraging them to not let 
go of their dreams - and 
Rhws Primary pupils have 
been the first to hear the 
story and meet the characters.

Jane Hutt AM said: “This all-woman 
collaboration is an amazing initiative 
and has resulted in this brilliant book, 
I was so pleased to be invited to the 
launch. We need more stories about 
girls and women breaking boundaries 
and celebrating their achievements. 
I’m sure this book will inspire lots 
of girls to pursue careers in science 
and technology and I would like to 
congratulate Nicola, Kara, Alison and 
Emily on the success of this project.” 

Penarth author Alison Powell has 
been involved from the outset of the 
project, and she has brought Elbe and 
her family and friends to life through 
the book.

It was a 
stark reminder of the 
realities we are all 
facing in these austere 
and turbulent times. 

However, I know 
that for me and my 
cabinet colleagues 
it served as a stark 
reminder of why good 
quality public services 
will always be required 
to support people in 


times of need. 

It is fair to say that 
since returning to 
the Leader’s office 
I’ve not had as much

A south Wales sheep farm 
is hosting a free open event 
on Thursday, July 4 to show¬ 
case the benefits of the Ram 
Compare project to commer¬ 
cial farmers. 

Rhys and Russel Edwards, who farm 
at Hendre Ifan Goch in Blackmill, 
Bridgend, will be sharing their experi¬ 
ences of being part of the revolutionary 
RamCompare project, highlighting 
the advantages of understanding ram 
breeding traits which can ultimately 
help farmers meet target specifications. 

RamCompare is the UK’s commer¬ 
cial progeny test and enables perfor¬ 
mance recorded lambs to be tested 
in commercial conditions - allowing 
animals to be compared irrespective 
of breed. 

The five-year project is funded by 
a range of industry organisations and 
partners, including Hybu Cig Cymru - 
Meat Promotion Wales (HCC) - Wales 
red meat levy board through a join 
ring-fence fund with QMS and AHDB. 

Hendre Ifan Goch is one of nine 
commercial farms participating in the 
project. Rhys and Russel have been 
involved since 2017 and are eager 
to share their approach with other 


commercial farmers. Rhys said: “Our 
approach to the business is to focus 
on detail and by being involved in 
RamCompare and using the Estimated 
Breeding Values (EBVs) and the 
genetics available in this project, 
we’ve gained a better understanding of 
what works best on our farm and ulti¬ 
mately have produced more uniform 
and consistent lambs.’ 

HCC’s Flock Genetics Executive 
Gwawr Parry said: “This open event 
is a great opportunity for commercial 
farmers to see how using EBVs and 
different rams can make an important 
impact on productivity and efficiency. 

@I would urge any farmer who is 
interested to come along.” 

The event at Hendre Ifan Goch 
(CF35 6EN) starts at 4pm on July 
4. The evening will commence with 
introductions from Gwawr Parry from 
HCC and Emma Steele from AHDB 
on the RamCompare project at 4pm, 
followed by an overview of Hendre 
Ifan Goch by Rhys Edwards. 

The event will also include a farm 
walk and Q&A session before finish¬ 
ing with a cold buffet supper.

“We’ve also improved 
significantly in our 
coaching infrastructure 
and we are very fortu¬ 
nate to have Stephen 
Richards as our coach. 


“He’s built a team 
around him and he now 
provides coaching for, 
essentially, all ages. 

“Starting from young 
children to a new group 
that’s been established, 
called ‘rusty rackets’. 

“That covers the 
requirements of the older 
person who used to play 
tennis but now wishes to 
retrieve the skills to start 
playing again.”

“We also have a 
bigger project where we 
would like to improve 
the lightning facilities of 
the lower courts. 

“We are fortunate that 
we’ve had a grant from 
Sport Wales to do that 
so we are very grateful 
to them. 

“We now need to 
receive planning permis¬ 
sion from the council to 
proceed with our plans. 

“That will allow us 
to improve on junior 
coaching during the 
winter months and will 
allow better access 
for players during that 
period. 

“Our grass courts have 
been a valuable asset in 
recent years but we can 
only play on grass courts 
for three or four months 
per year. 

“We’ve sought advice 
from the Lawn Tennis 
Association and Te nn is 
Wales about changing 
the courts to all-weather. 


artificial clay which will 
allow people to play 
throughout the winter. 

“This is a major 
project that will be very 
challenging and we’re 
awaiting planning per¬ 
mission from the coun¬ 
cil. We hope they will 
support us. 

“Our ambitions aren’t 
for any personal gain but 
to enhance our facilities 
for the community. 
We’re now the only 
tennis facility which has 
open membership in the 
locality of Bridgend.” 

More than 350 mem¬ 
bers are involved across 
the tennis, squash and 
bowls sections and 
Wilkins says the club are 
hoping to build on that 
figure this summer with 
all ages and abilities 
encouraged to join. 

He added: “We are 
also very fortunate 
that we have a vibrant 
squash section. We have 
recently introduced a 
junior section and offer 
coaching and training 
for youngsters. 

“We also have a 
well-maintained bowl¬ 
ing surface and are keen 
to encourage younger 
people who wish to play 
bowls to join.”

A WARD at Barry Hospital 
could be closed after a review 
into bed capacity has taken 
place.

for the needs of our patients. 

“We are currently engaging with 
staff on improving the pathway for 
frail older people which will maintain 
the individual’s independence and 
improve their recovery journey to get 
them home more quickly. 

“Part of this engagement involves 
reviewing the bed capacity at Barry 
Hospital for older patients so they 
receive the appropriate care pathway 
for their needs and spend less time in a 
hospital setting.”

Group’s call

A RHOOSE couple whose son died in a 
tragic fall in Spain last year are launching 
a safety campaign to protect young people 
who are going abroad for the first time. 

Tom Channon (18) fell 70 feet over an unpro- 
teeted knee-high wall at an apartment eomplex in 
Magaluf. He had been making his way back to his 
hotel in the darkness and took a wrong turn into a 
small ear park area with a fatal drop on one side. 
Another tourist, Tom Hughes from Wrexham, had 
died in almost the same spot a few weeks earlier. 

Now, despite their own pain and anguish, 
John and Ceri Channon are anxious to ensure 
other young people are kept safe in unfamil¬ 
iar loeations abroad. Tom was a speeial 
young man with a bright future ahead of him. 

His father John said: “It was absolutely tragie. 
Tom was a lovely lad, well liked by all and wouldn’t 
hurt a soul. He was a fantastie son and brother. 

“He loved football and tennis. He played football 
for elubs in Rhoose and Barry, and was a member 
of Barry Tennis Club and Penarth Tennis Club. 
He attended Rhoose Primary Sehool, St Riehard 
Gwyn and St David’s Catholic College. Unknown 
to him, he had got fantastic A-Level grades. I work 
in international eeonomie development and he had 
wanted to follow me into development eeonomies.” 

Tom had been offered a plaee at university, but 
the advice of tutors was to remain at St David’s 
a little longer and get a key qualifieation. John 
explained: “He was going to stay on for another 
year to get advanced mathematics under his belt 
whieh would have opened up a huge choice of jobs.” 

Tom was in Spain last July celebrating with 
friends after eompleting his A-Levels. On the 
night he fell, he had been drinking, but his 
aleohol levels were below twice the drink drive 
limit and there were no drugs in his system. 

John said: “St David’s College has offered to help 
our eampaign. We aim to target sehools and colleges 
emphasising safety issues abroad. The message is 
‘stay safe and stay together’ in unfamiliar territory. 


It is okay to have a good time - but it is not the same 
as the familiar surroundings at home and there eould 
be dangers that young people might not be aware of.” 

The Welsh Government is lending its 
support to the campaign. Last week, the fam¬ 
ily had to undergo the pain and distress of the 
inquest, but John was pleased that the eoroner, 
Graeme Hughes, had pointed out that a few 
simple steps could have avoided the tragedy. 

The eoroner noted that Tom was intoxieated 
and tired, but not out of eontrol. He said it was 
tragic that a simple fence hadn’t been erected 
following the death of the man a month earlier. 

Astonishingly, it was only after a visit by 
John that a safety fence was put up, and finally 
a permanent wall. John said: “What has been 
hurtful to us is that not a single owner in the 


apartment block has offered their eondolenees.” 

Back home in Wales, the family have the con¬ 
siderable comfort that there have been a number of 
memorials set up to Tom. St David’s College has 
instituted a prize for academie achievement in his 
name along with a memorial garden and a ‘Tom 
Channon Lecture Room’. Tom worked part-time 
at Ikea and colleagues there planted a tree in his 
memory and dedieated a beneh with a plaque in 
his memory. Similar tributes have been undertaken 
at St Riehard Gwyn Sehool and at Fontygary 
Leisure Park where Tom spent many happy hours. 

But perhaps the greatest tribute to him will 
be the family’s campaign to make the UK’s 
young people safer abroad and prevent a simi¬ 
lar tragedy from happening again in the future.

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Toy Story 4 gives you all you 
could want from a movie! 


A S trilogy 
closers go, 
Toy Story 
3 was damn near 
perfection. The 
culmination of 
three films follow¬ 
ing the adventures 
of Woody, Buzz 
Lightyear et al, it 
ended in such a 
beautiful way that 
you couldn’t help 
but feel a little (or 
a lot) of moisture 
around the eyes. 

It was something of a 
surprise when Toy Story 
4 was announced, but 
whether it’s a worthy 
addition to the series or 
an example of cashing 
in on an established 
property we’ll find out 
as it hits cinemas. 

Having been 

re-homed with Bonnie at 
the end of the last film, 
the toys welcome a new¬ 
comer, Forky (voiced by 
Tony Hale) who Bonnie 
has created herself. 

When Forky begins 
suffering from an iden¬ 
tity crisis, a road trip 
goes horribly wrong 
when he leaps out of the 
car, with Woody (Tom 


Hanks) chasing after 
him. 

Together the pair must 
try and return home, 
though with Buzz (Tim 
Allen) and co. chasing 
after them, and an old 
face from Woody’s 
past showing up, things 
won’t be easy... 

Pixar’s films have 
always had adult con¬ 
cerns wrapped up in 
child-friendly packag¬ 
ing, a smart technique 
that has seen their films 
last across the gener¬ 
ations; after all, it’s 
incredible to think that 
the original Toy Story 
was released in 1995, 
meaning that this latest 
outing is likely to be 
enjoyed by, at least, two 
generations (particularly 
the two-month old who 
was in the screening I 
attended). 

So, given the way the 
third part wrapped up, 
does Toy Story 4 feel like 
a worthwhile addition or 
just a case of Disney and 
Pixar leaning heavily on 
a box office certainty? 

Happily, it’s a case 
of the former, a film 
that, given the weight of 
expectation that comes 
with it, handles it with 


ease and a light touch, 
while simultaneously 
digging into some quite 
heavy subject matter, 
albeit framed by toys. 

This is a film that rests 
heavily on the shoulders 
of Woody; since his, 
and the rest of the toys’, 
re-homing with Bonnie, 
Woody has become a lit¬ 
tle forgotten about, and 
this is a film that deals 
with the passing of time, 
his place in the larger 
world and what happens 
when people grow up. 

There are equally 
deep and meaningful 
subplots about rejected 
toys, being there for 
your friends and real¬ 
ising what you think 
is best isn’t always the 
answer, subject matter 
that wouldn’t be out of 
place were it to pop up 
in a live-action drama. 

While some of the 
background characters 
aren’t given much to 
do (I will continue to 
lament the paucity of Mr 
Prickle Pants), this is a 
film that goes full cir¬ 
cle to the first film, the 
relationship with Woody 
and Forky replicating 
that of Woody and Buzz. 

It draws the best out

of the voice cast - Tom 
Hanks is brilliant as 
Woody, getting to grips 
with his place in the new 
order of things, while 
Tim Allen’s Buzz again 
manages to balance 
pomposity with heart. 

Annie Potts is superb 
as the returning Bo 
Peep, a renegade toy 
who shows Woody 
there’s more to life 
than being a child’s toy, 
while newcomers Tony 
Hale as the Woody 
Allen-esque fork, 
Christina Hendricks as 
an antique toy with an 
agenda, Jordan Peele 


and Keegan-Michael 
Key as a pair of smart¬ 
mouthed plush toys with 
a vivid imagination and 
Keanu Reeves’ amaz¬ 
ing Canadian stuntman 
Duke Caboom all bring 
something to the table. 

Visually Pixar keep 
pushing the envelope, 
and the CGI animation 
is beyond flawless; the 
world created has its 
own distinct visual feel 
but the vividness and 
realism on show is a 
credit to all involved. 

The plot twists and 
turns may be sometimes 
a little too much, but the 
ambition from the writ¬ 
ers is admirable, going 
for something more 
interesting than a simple 
A-B-C plot, while direc¬ 
tor Josh Cooley belies 
his lack of experience 
with an assured debut, 
maintaining the tone and 
feel of what has gone 
before without slavishly 
reheating beats from the 
previous films. 

Given that Pixar has 
said that they will only 
be concentrating on 
standalone films from 
now on, it means that 
this is likely to be the 
final Toy Story film - but 


what a way to go out. 

Heartwarming, fun, 
humorous and sastisfy- 
ing from begininng to 
end. Toy Story 4 is a 
great success! 

VERDICT: Every 

bit as beautiful, funny, 
smart and emotional as 
you could have hoped 
for. Toy Story 4 deliv¬ 
ers all you could want 
from this film. There’s 
real heart and feeling 
to the story, and it’s 
tremendous and mov¬ 
ing effort that is truly 
worth your time. Highly 
recommended.

THE GEM’S Brian Lee, who 
has been reporting on the 
Welsh hunt-racing scene for 
the national and local press 
for a record 53 years, takes 
another look at one of his 
many press cuttings books. 

This report on the Pentyreh Hunt 
Point-To-Point, along with an head 
and shoulder picture of Cowbridge’s 
John Llewellyn, appeared in 
The GEM on April 29, 1993. 

LFnlike the Aintree Grand National, 
the 12 runners in the Welsh Point-To- 
Point Grand National over four miles 
at the Pentyreh Hunt Steeplechases at 
Llantwit Major got off to a good start. 

Most of the early running was made 
by Tim Jones’ mount Pat Stee, but the 
1990 winner, 11-year-old Shuttlecock 
Star, drew clear after jumping the 19th 
of the 25 fences to win easily by 25 
lengths from Ih-yQdi-oldLMajesticBuck. 

Shuttlecock Star, who was winning 
for the third time this season, was 
ridden by Newport’s Andrew Price. 

The local hope, St Helen’s 
Boy who won last year’s race, 
trailed in fifth and last place. 

Cowbridge farmer John 
Llewellyn landed a double with 
Chibougama (maiden division 
two) and Duke of Impney (maiden 
division three) to bring his career 
total of wins to an incredible 261. 

Only two other riders in the his¬ 
tory of the sport have ridden more 
winners than Llewellyn, who is 
surely a candidate for the Welsh 
Sportspersons’ Hall of Fame. 

Unfortunately, point-to-point 
racing, which produced the famed 
Anthony and Rees brothers, Fulke 
Walwyn, Hywel Davies and Carl 
Llewellyn, does not get a look in in 


the rugby and soccer-oriented press. 

Llewellyn has ridden 18 winners 
over the Moorlands course which is 
two more than any other rider. David 
Stephens had the restricted open race 
all sewn up on his father’s Belhelvie 
who made nearly all the running, but 
unfortunately his weight cloth came 
off just 10 yards from the winning post. 

The race was awarded to Jon Parry 
Keen’s mount Origami who would 
have been a well-beaten 20 lengths 
second. Stephens had quick consola¬ 
tion when winning the first division 
of the split maiden on eight-year-old 
Polly Pringle who had eight lengths to 
spare over Bachelor’s Pet at the finish. 

Lexden was an impressive winner 
of the third division under David 
Jones who was standing in for Robert 
Rowsell, who was suffering from con¬ 
cussion after falling from Tanegrus 
in the restricted open. Earlier in the 
day, Robert had won the members’ 
race on his father’s Castle Farm. 

Joe Price made it four wins in a row 
on nine-year-old Taureen Tycoon who 
took up the running approaching the 
second last to win the confined race 
by 15 lengths from Chief Ironside. 

There was a good class field for 
the ladies’ open race which was won 
by Candy Thomas on Up The Lad. 

I also reported that the Llangeinor 
Hunt Steeplechases were being held 
for the first time at Caegawr Farm, 
Bridgend, the following Saturday and 
that the country’s leading point-to- 
pointer, Brunico, whom I had dubbed 
the 'Desert Orchid of Wales’ was an 
intended runner for the men’s open race.

Injury forces 
Glamorgan wicket 
keeper to retire 


GLAMORGAN’S 
reserve wick¬ 
et-keeper Tom 
Cullen says that he 
is hoping to provide 
the club with a selec¬ 
tion headache when 
captain and first 
choice keeper Chris 
Cooke returns from 
an ankle ligament 
injury in the coming 
weeks. 

Australian-born 
Cullen has provided 
effective cover with 
bat and gloves, includ¬ 
ing a match-winning 
unbeaten 51 at Derby 
last month. He followed 
that up with 63 against 
Northants and another 
half-century (50) 
against Middlesex at 
Radlett this week. 

“It’s been quite 
pleasing to get an 
opportunity and to 
contribute to a really 
good win up in Derby, 
but also on the back 
of that, another good 
win away at Northants. 
It’s one thing to get an 
opportunity, but it’s 
another thing to go in 
and really grasp it with 
both hands. I was just 
really pleased that I did 
that and showed a few 
people what it is that 
I can contribute to the 
club. 

“Chris [Cooke] is a 
really great player and 
has been for Glamorgan 
for a number of years 
now.

That, 
I guess, has been the 
most pleasing thing, 
that we are and con¬ 
tinue to be unbeaten, 
and we’re hoping to 
remain unbeaten for as 
long as we can. 

“We’ve obviously 
had some brilliant addi¬

but it’s just an attitude 
change that Mark and 
Matt have come in 
with, and have brought 
a really positive attitude 
to the players, and have 
given them a really pos¬ 
itive outlook on how to 
play cricket.” 

As well as an attitude 


change, Cullen believes 
that pride in the county 
and what it stands 
for, as the only Welsh 
side in the County 
Championship, has also 
played a significant part 
in the team’s success 
this year. 

“Glamorgan is 
obviously a big club 
in Wales and our man¬ 
tra remains the same, 
which is that we want 
to Make Wales Proud, 
and we obviously want 
to make our supporters 
really proud.” 

The daffodil county 
will be hoping to 
carry that Welsh 
pride with them when 
they venture over the 
bridge this weekend to 
take on nearest rivals 
Gloucestershire in their 
next Speesavers County 
Championship match in 
Division Two. 

“We obviously know 
them very well. We 
play a lot against them, 
we know what they’re 
about and how good 
they can be. We go into 
that game the same as 
we’ve gone into every 
game in the past five or 
six. We go in, take them 
on, play hard cricket 
and we’ll be tough to 
beat. Hopefully, in the 
game, we can get ahead 
and go there and get 
a really positive result 
going in to the last 
three games before the 
T20s.”
